Synoposis of Regulations for Pispesal 
of Minerals on Domirion Lands in 
Manitoba. the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory 


Coal.—Coal lands may be yurohas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft wal, 
and $20 fer anthracite Not more. 
than 320 - acres can be acquired by 
one individual or company. Royalty 
at the rate of 10 cents per ton of 
2009 pounds shall be collected 97n the 
gross outgut. 


Quartz.—Persons of eighteen sears 
and over and joint stock companies 
holding free miners’ certificates, may 
obtair entry for mining location. 

A free miner's certificate is grant- 
ed for gDe or more ye2rs, not exceed- 
ing five, upon payment in advanze 
of $7.50 per annum for an ndivi- 
dual, and from $50 to$100 per an- 
num for a company, according to 
capital, 


A free miner, having discovered mi- 
neral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 by 1,560 feet by marking out 
the same with two legal posts bear- 
ing location notices, one at  aach 
env of the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim may be recorded withjn 
fifteen days if located within ten 
miles of a mining-fecorder’s office, 
one additinnal day aliowed for every 
additional ten miles or fraction. The 
fee for recording a claim is $5.00 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining wecdrder in lieu thereof, 
When 3500 has been expended or 
paid the locator maj, upon having a 
survey made, and upon compiying 
with other requirements, ~ ,ar- 
chase the land at $1.00 ger aore, 

Permission may be granted oy the 
Minister of the Interior to iozate 
claims containing iron and mica, al- 
so copper, in the Yukon Territory, 
of an area not exceeding 160 sores. 

The patent for a mining location 
shal! provide for the payment of 
royalty on the sales not exceeding 
five per cent. 

Piacer Mining, Manitoba and the 
N. We. Ty, excepting the Yukor 
Territory,—Pliacer mining claims are 
generally 100 feet syuare, entry fee

Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting t 
sco £3, which has not been bome- 
eteaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be bomesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of 5 
family, or any male corer 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter seo- 
¢ion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per-

¢aken is situate, or, if the bome- 
eteader desires, he may, on «applice-
